An Opinion Worth Millions to 
. the Pacific Railroads. 


Attorney-General Brewster Holds that Uertain 
Mnoneys Due Subsidized Railroads 
Mast be paid---Other Washing- 

ton Matters. 


Wasuineton, May 3.—It is under- 
stood that Secretary Folger will very 
soon issue a circular of instructions to 
the proper officers directing that the 
money due the branch lines of subsidized 
railroads must be paid. It appears that 
the Pacific railroads applied to the 
President to have the money paid to 


them under a decision of the Supreme 
Court, and that ke referred the matter 
to the Attorney-General for his opinion. 
The opinion of Brewster is that the 
roads must be paid. The opinion was 
sent to Secretary Folger, aud the latter 
will act upon it at once as above indi- 
cated. The action will result in the 
payment to the Central Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads of a vast sum of 
money, running away up into millions. 
Ever since the Thurman Act went into 
effect, under which the Pacific roads 
were charged twenty-five per cent. of 
their net earnings to satisfy the 
claims of the Government, money 
for carrying the mails ani gen- 
eral transportation of army and 
Indian supplies bas been withheld 
on all the lines operated by 
these companies. Under this practice 
a large suw due for carrying maiis, ete., 
over the Utah, Colorado and Nebraska 
branches of the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific and otiter lines operu- 
ted by the Central Pacific Company 
have been withheld. Under the opin- 


lines to be paid hereaiter but what is 
past due must be paid up. Of the 
8000 miles of road operated by the Union 
and Central Pacitic ouly 2400 miles, or 
that actually built under the Subsidy 
Act, is subject to the Thurman Law, 
and on these lines only cau tae Govern- 
ment withhold money earned in trans- 
portation, as set off for claims against 
companies. These claims of the Union 
Pacific Company are understood to be 
what Dillon referred to in his letter to 
Teller. The decision will make a big 
hole in the surplus which has been piled 
up by the Postoftice Department for the 
last year.

The Mexican Senate and Its Supreme Powers— 
Upinions of the Mexican Legation 
at San Francisco. 


Wasunaton, May 3.—Opinions are 
expressed at the Legation that the 
failure of the Mexican Government to 
accept the modification of the proposed 
agreement, proposed by the United 
States, will not interfere with the suc- 
cess of Gen. Crook’s operations against 
the Indians. 

No communication has been received 
by the British Legation in this ci.y from 
the home government with regard to the 
extradition of any Irishmen now in the 
United States who have recently been 
accused of crime in Great Britain. 


HAIR-SPLITTING INSTEAD OF HAIR-LIFTING, 


At the Mexican Legation some anx- 
iety seems to be felt that the attitude of 
the Mexican Government in regard to 
the crossing of the border by the United 
States troops in pursuit of hostile In- 
dians should be correctly stated. It is 
thought that the circumstances under 
which orders were issued last Saturday 
to General Crook, notifying him to ad- 
here strictly to the terms of the conven- 
tion between the two countries, have 
not been fully explained, and that the 
impression may be created that an appli- 
cation to. this Government-for modifi- 
cation of the convention was made 
some time since and refused at 
the critical moment when Crovk had 
crossed the border. The circumstan- 
ces, as they were explained to the As- 
sociated Press reporter, who called at 
the legation to-night, are as foliows: 
On July 29th, 1882, the Mexican modi- 
fications of the agreement of July, 1882,: 
which were, in substance, that com- 
manders of United States and Mexican 
troops be authorized to change the 
terms of agreement when, in their judg- 
ment, it was advisable, and that the 
commander of either army might cross 


the border with his troops, 
to attack hostile Indians at 
any time. Senor Romero, Mexican 


Minister here, cabled the terms of the 
proposition to his Government, and on 
the 26th received the answer of the 
Government, signed at this city, which 
was an agreement with the United States 
Government by virtue of which the 
regular troops of each country were 
authorized to pass over the border into 
the territory of either country in pur- 
suit of hostile Indians, under certain 
limitations, which, at the time, were 
thought to be convenient and desirable 
by both parties. On April 24, 1882, the 
State Department proposed to the 
Mexican Government, through the lega- 
tion here, materials from the Mexica 

Secretary of State to the effect 
that no change in agreement could be 
made except in the shape of a new 
treaty, which must be ratified by the 
Mexican Senate, but the Mexican Gov- 
ernment were ready to consider all 
modifications proposed by the United 
States, and would accept such as in 
their opinion were calculated to attain 
the object of the agreement, which, as 
they understand, was the speedy 
destruction of hostile Indians. It 
is explained that the Mexican Constitu- 
tion requires the consent of the Mex- 
ican Senate for the passing of foreign 
troops through Mexican territory, and 
the same formality being necessary for 
this as for the ratification of a treaty, 
the Mexican Executive has not been 
empowered to act in either case 
without the approval of the Sen- 
ate. No official information has 
been received at the legation of the 
crossing of General Crook’s forces, but 
it is thought they are already in Mexico 
and that General Crook’s movement 
was the result of a mutual agreement 
between him and the Mexican comman- 
der, under which, it is held, the former 
had been led to enter Mexico with the 
consent of the Mexican General and 
co-operation of the Mexican troops.

would never have gone into effect. The 
Staats Zeitung months ago argued with 
them to have measures adopted that 
would prevent it, but because the price 
of pork was just at that time high 
enough here not to make the 
German ‘market of any great ac- 
count to them, they would not 
take any trouble in the matter, and 
allowed measures there to be completed 
and put into force against them, and 
now they find themselves effectually cut 
out from that market.’ If you want to 
know how I feel about prohibition, I 
will tell you that a few weeks before 
Congress adjourned at the last session 
I had resolutions introduced, which, 
had they been passed, would have pre- 
vented any such legislation in Germany, 
but there was not time to get them 
through, and Congress adjourned with- 
out unything being done. The reslutions 
were to the effect that the President 
should be empowered, in case any 
foreign country prohibited the importa- 
tion of American products before the 
meeting of the next Congress, to retali- 
ate by prohibiting the importation of 
the products of that country. It would 
not have required any legislation by 
Congress to have prevented German 
law from being passed were the threat 
of retaliation made, and it would have 
been sufficient to have prevented any 


It would have been sufficient for this 
Government to say, ‘‘You have pro- 
hibited the importation of our 
pork, now we are going to retal- 
iate by prohibiting the importation of 
all your exports.’” Butif a pretext is 
wanted it is not necessary to institute 
any investigation. Their own courts 
furnish evidence enough that some of 
their wine is adulterated,and that it 
should be sufficient to warrant prohibi- 
tion of it all. It would be enough for 
the Government to say, ‘‘Some of your 
hosiery contains poisonous dyes and we 
mean to protect our people against 
danger from them by the total 
prohibition of their importations.’’ The 
German Government very well knows 
that any trichinae they have in Ger- 
many they get from German swine. I 
look upon their action as an insult to 
this country. The position taken by 
Sargent has been mine for years past, 
and President Arthur should give him 
his hearty co-operation. I am not law- 
yer enough to know if the President has 
power to issue a proclamation on his own 
authority prohibiting the importation of 
anything which might be dangerous to 
the lives and health of people, but [ 
think he has, and if he has, I amin 
fayor of him using it without waiting for 
the next meeting of Congress, or for 
Congress to take any steps in the mat- 
ter.’’

HORROR OF THE SEA 


A Ship Burned on the Northern 
Coast, 


And sixty Persons Drowned—A Crowd of Pan- 
ic-Stricken Chinamen Add to the Con- 
fusion of the Scene. 


San Franctsco, May 3.—A Victoria, 
B. C., dispatch, dated this afternoon,-. 
announces the loss by fire of the steamer 
Grappler, running between Puget Sound 
and Alaska, and that sixty persons were 
drowned. 

LAAER. 

Particulars state that the news of the 
loss of the steamer was brought to 
Nanaimo, B. C., by a man living on the 


coast near the scene of the disaster. 
The vessel took fire within four miles 
of Sequerar Narrows, on Sunday night 
last at ten o’clock. The fire was 


reported immediately to the captain. 
All the passengers, about one hundred 
in number, and principally Chinamen, 
were in bed. An immediate search was 
made below by the captain, assisted by 
the engineer and purser, and being sat- 
» isfied that the fire was at the back of the 
connections of the boiler, the engineer 
imm@liately started the donkey and 
connected the hose. By this time the 
passengers were getting out of bed, and 
the excitement among them was intense, 
rendered more so by the frantic actions 
of the Chinamen, who behaved like a 
lot of crazy cattle. John McAllister, 
who was on board, and who furnished 
the news of the disaster, states that 
he remained below until he saw 
the fire, which had reached the 
bulkhead and canvass. He then 
ran on deck, called for buckets and ad- 
vised the captain to beach the vessel at 
once. The captain ordered the pilot, 
Franklin, to head the vessel for the 
Vancouver shore. The passengers were 
so excited that they began crowding into 
the boats, which were being enveloped 
in smoke, and although full details are 
still missing, it is supposed that the un- 
controllable actions of the Chinese were 
the cause in a great measure of so many 
being drowned.

Railroad advocates claim that rail- 
road managers increase the wealth of 
the State and greatly promote its indus- 
trial development; and this is how 
they do it: 

There pl, factory in San Fran- 
cisco, and a Angeles firm bought 
some of its products, for which they 
were charged $3.62 per hundred 
pounds freight. They subsequently 
obtained some of the same class of 
goods from a Philadelphia factory, six 
times the distance, for which they were. 
charged $2 per hundred pounds! 

The principal railroad organ ciaim. 
ed that railroads never do business at 
a lo:s, and that charging freight below 
cost on one article or from one place, 
expecting to make it up by over- 
charges on other goods er from other 
places is a line of pclicy that would 
bankrupt any railroad, and is never 
followed except in the imagination of 
journalists. This is probably true. 
Hence if glass can be profitably car- 
ried from Philadelphia to Los Angeles 
for $2.00 per hundred, it can be 
brought from San Francisco .to Los 
Angeles for about 35 cents; and the 
charge of TEN TIMEs that sum is down- 
right robbery committed for the pur- 
pose of discouraging California indvs- 
tries. Any railroad running on such 
a policy is a damaye, instead of a 
benefit, to the State; such a railroad 
should ve seiz:.d by the State author- 
ities, and the mauagers ought to con- 
sider themselves fortunate that they 
are not sent to San Quentin. 

Drygoods in bales are charged the 
same freight to Los Angeles from San 
Francisco as from New Yoik; that is, 
$1.95 per hundred pounds. If the 
charge from New York yields a fair 
profit, as it d@gubtless does, then a 
charge of 35 eents from Sen Francisco 
would also yiald a profit; but suppose 
we say 50 cents. Then the railroad 
charges more t} :n four times an equi- 
table rate from San Francisco! 

Were there no transcontinental rail- 
roads but competition in steam lines, 
San Francisco would be the distrib- 
uting point for Eastern and European 
goods, and freights therefrom to Los 
Angeles would not be over 50 cents 
per 100 pounds, and probably not over 
twenty-five cents, on the articles speci- 
fied. 


staples, such as wheat, is proved to be 
remunerative to railroad carners. On 
main routes east—say from Chicago to 
New York-—it is regularly done for 
half that rate. On glass and baled goods 
twice that rate, for more than a ton and 
less thana carload, might be reasona- 
ble for the people and liberal tothe 
railroad. This would give $10 a ton or 
fifty cents per Aer ponnds from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles. The 
charges of $2 and $3.62 are there- 
fore sheer robbery. Observe, too, 
the discrimination in this cause against 
home manufactures. Both articles 
are charged $2.00 per hundred from 
Philadelphia, but from San Francisco 
a further discrimination is made 
against glass, so as to suppress, if pos- 
sible.a California industry in its in- 
fancy. 

The attention of the Railroad Com- 
mission is called to this outrageous 
wrong. Any set of men who are paid 
$3000 a year for the express purpose 
of attending to such business, and who 
may fail to act, would be guilty of ob- 
taining money under false pretences.

BONDS, NO! 


The City Hall Bonds Proposition 
Badly Defeated. 


General Apathy in Command at the Polls—A 
Beggarly Turnout—The Measure Lost 
by 200 Votes—The Figures 
from the Wards. 


The city election on the question of 
issuing bonds for the erection of munici- 
pal buildings passed off very quietly yes- 
terday, the measure being defeated by a 
large majority. The apathy manifested 
by voters was shown by the fact that yes- 
terday there were cast 800 votes, as against 
2400 cast at the regular municipal elec- 
tion last December. There seemed to be 
no principal fight except at the Second 
Ward polls, where considerable canvassing 
was done against the issuance of the 


bonds. There was an idea abroad that 
the corporations were working actively for 
the bonds, and this appeared to arouse 
the anti-monopoly spirit to work for 
the defeat of the measure. The laboring 
classes,such as carpenters, plasterers, con- 
tractors and builders, as a rule voted no. 
Indeed it will be very hard to find one 


this morning who voted for it. The fol-

The total number of votes cast being 
800, the adoption of the measure required 
two-thirds of this number, which was 533; 
but as the total vote for bonds was only
